While 
other districts have boon fllling up with Industrious 
Immigrants, tho settlement of Vancouver hts been 
retarded by tho withdrawal of all the Crown lands 
from preemption In the railway belt, thus rendering 
it impossible to fonn an estimate of the injury, direct 
and indirect, that has been perpetrated by the " how- 
not-to-do-it" policv of tho Mickenzio A<lministration. 

Tho present Tartfl Is not suited to all sections ot the 
Dominion. 1 bolievo that a measure can be devised 
that will be fair and equitable to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and encourage manufacturing, agricul- 
tural and other Interests throughout Canada. Being 
quite alive to tho noeessltv of great caution In dealing 
with this question, I will hero assure tho electors that, 
If succcs.«fnl at the polls, their Interests sh.all be made 
paramount to every other consideration when tho 
proper timo arrives for legislating upon a subject of so

1st— I believe that while we li.avcaKi ievanee a^fainst 
the fiovcrnincnt of Canada for the iioii-fulliliiiciit of 
Tonus of Union, it would bo highly injudicious on the 
partof tlie representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to cither ot the ^'reat |iuliticul par- 
ties Into which the Eastern Provinces ore divided for 
tho tollowlnif reasons: Ist, bocauso manyof the qiics- 
tloim which divide thcni have no exlatenco amonp un; 
•2nd, becauac neither our people nor rciircsontatlvrM 
i-aii feel that Interest in their politics which wo other- 
wise w ould have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored tij fullll the railway obli^'atioiis which she vol- 
untarilv Incurred v,-hen wo entered the Union. Enlcr- 
tainliit; this view, I sh.all, if eleetol, accord to tho 
(ioveriiment of tho day a hearty fiiippnit should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
er^'ctic conimenccmont and continuous construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Uaiiwoy throiit;h liritish Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Macdonald and party return to 
power, I lihould feel bound, If elected, to render him 
a heartv supjiorl hi order that ho may have a real ci>- 
portnnity of carrying out the frand scheme of a trans- 
continental raihvav across our own territory, and 
which was |iroviileil (or in tlioTenns of Union nlilch 
his Kover cut nei,'otiatcd with this Province. 

Under tlie Terms of l iiiou certain Orders in Ceuncil 
were passed bv the Covcriimcnt of the Ilomlnion do- 
cl.aring i:bi|uiinalt to bc the tenninus of thu Canadian 
Pacific I'.ailway, and a l!c;jcrvatioii of the Public Lands 
from Esipiimalt to Sevmour Narrows, kno\»-ii as the 
20-iiiile belt, was applied for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th; Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Kailwav to all Intents and punioses. 

The Agricultural, Coal Minhic and other interests 
w ould bo promoted by tho construction of the Island 
section .xs part of the Pacifio Hallway— tho Immediate 
prosecution of which would briiij into active business 
life tho entire section traversed. I'ariii products would 
find a rcartv market, labor of all kinds would bo in de- 
mand, and OS n consecpieiice business would rcvlv 
throughoiit the Province and conlldcneo would n^'ain 
bo restored. 

Should, however, tho Dominion Government find it 
iinnoBsiblc to retain Esquimalt aa tho temiinus of the 
lluilw.ay on account of eiiKineeriiigdilllcuItlcs, I would 
in.'-ist on an eipiitable inileiiinity for tho whole lino 
from Kwiuimalt to Seymour Narrows, as heinir justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss w liieh we

"l would uiao tho neccEsitv of more frequent mall 
coinmunieation tliroiifjliout the District and Province 
1,'enerally, and would use iny most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail coniinunlcatlon between Nanai- 
mo and Now Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain Imiuedlato Telegraphic coinmunieation 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and the other largo sliip- 
piii^r port of llurrard Inlet. 

Willi icx^ard to tho Tariff question I entirely dls- 
axreo with tlioac wlio think that a variety of interests 
must necessarily conllict with each other. On tho con- 
trarv, I inaiiit.T.'in that the p;reatcr the number of in- 
terests we have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources tho more certain nro 
wo of progression. I believe, Ihcreforo, that the tariff 
can bo so reailjustcd as to bo cipiit-able to all, without 
Increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and other building6, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo he 
placed upon an equal footing with tho other eitica of 
tho Province. I will endeavor to visit every part of 
tho District and will hold meetings, of which due no. 
ticc will be given. 

And, llnallv, should you favor mo with your oonfl- 
donee, 1 can assure you that twenty years' rcsitleiieo 
in the Province— 18 of whlcli have been in tlio niuLst

A meeting of tlio Woikiiiguieu's Protec- 
tive Aasociiition w.ih hulJ at Ceiitnil H;dl 
laStjOTreniiig to ullord the caiulidiitcs for 
Ottawa sin oiiportunity to express tkeir 
views on the Uhiiiuso question. Aa Mr. 
J . P, Davies took ii cliair on tlie platform 
,. ho wiis londlj' applinuled. Mr. DeCuanio.s, 
:! -wlio appeared with a l.inteni and a buu- 
(Uo of ''docuuiciits," was also the subject 
of some applause. • The president of tlio 
Association liajving: called the meeting to 
order, iiiliiiiatbd tliafc it was thought do- 
airablu to take up a collection at once in- 
stead of 'postiwuiiig it untd tho last aa 
usual. lie then called for a fair ami im- 
partial hearing for tho candidates and ask- 
ed tho lueiiibcrs of tho association to ah- 
fitain from api>lauding or dissenting from 
tho'rcniai'ks of any speaker. As Air. De- 
Cosmos was the oldest politician on tho 
platform lie (tho Pre.'sidoiit) would suggest 
that the courtesy of addressing tho iiiuet- 
iiig lirst should bo extended to him.

EsoapedfiromSaol. 

George Ileiff and Potor, an Indian, con- 
victs in tho city gaol, effected their escape 
lato on Saturday night. It appears that 
by sniuo means at present undiscovered an 
auger was secreted in tho cell in which 
the prisoners wore coiitined. With the 
assistance of this tool during tho dead 
hour of iiiglit a portion of tho ceiling was 
bored out. A few shingles of the roof of 
tho building wore then knocked off and, 
having proviouslj- improvised a ropo by 
tearing' their blankets into strips, tlie pri- 
soners scaled tho highest portion of tho 
outer wall and thus gained thou* liberty. 
Rieff, it will bo rciiiembored, tried to es- 
cape a short tiino since whilst working in 
tho clmingang. Ho was undergoing a term 
of 18 months imprisonnitnt for theft from 
the residences of Judge O'Reilly and Mr. 
L. Ei'b. Peter, who is a Vietorialiulian, 
was serving a like term for cutting and 
wounding, and it is probable that witli 
the assistance of some of his friends the 
convicts have socured .n.

Tho escape 
was mado during tho prevalence of

It is an ill wind thai blows iioboily 
the Province iia a class. Ho congratu- 
lated them on the formation of the Asso- 
ciation, believing it a necessity. He said 
tho question arose how shall tho working- 
man work to benefit liiniaelf, liis wife and 
family to the utmost I Self-[)reservation 
was admitted to be the most ]irominent 
feature uf nature, and he understood that 
tho object of tlie association was to pro- 
tect tho workingmen. Tho theme of cap- 
ital against labor was an old one witli 
hini. Ho could talk about it till to-mor- 
nion'ow, but lie did not desiru to weary 
liis audience. Tlie (piestion to bo dealt 
with to-niglit, however, was that having 
particular reference to tho Chineso. Shall 
wo admit Cliinese or shall wo oxchido 
themi He then referred to the vast 
wealth of tho Chinese Empire, its popu- 
lation, its coast. They had ono tenth of 
the habitable globe and supposing them 
to he highly educated, what could thej' 
not do? He believed tliat God himself 
Jiad walled up the Pacific coast against the 
invasion of tho Chineso hordes which 
would Biu'oly come in the course of time. 
Ho also read from tho American Consul's 
report at Slianghao to show that at no 
diatant day tho Chinese wcuild be able to 
cope in a naval and military sense with 
the strongest nations on the faeo of the 
glolo. Ho believed tlie day might come 
when tho cliildrcn of his hearers would 
flee to tlie hills for protection from the 
inroads of the Chinese. Ho alluded to 
tha rucout strike in tliis city as a foretaste 
of what woiikl bo tb.o experience under 
Chinese rule. He believed tlio object of 
the Chinese \v/is to gain a footliold some- 
where; already they monopolized wash- 
ing and tailoring, and soon it 
would be found that thoy would bo man- 
ufacturing sermons. He referred to 
tlie joint action of the United States 
and England, and w.as willing to admit 
that it was no easy matter to confine tho 
Oliineso to tlieir own territory. He be- 
lieved the act passed by the local Govern- 
ment was a noble attempt to restrict the 
immigration of Blongolian labor and to 
elevate tlie staln.-i of tho workingnian and 
his children. He was not prepared to- 
night to di.spute the decision of the Su- 
premo Court, but ho was surprised that 
the Govenimont had not availed itself of 
a clause in tho B. N. A. Act which per- 
mitted the imxiosition of a head tax on 
Chinc.io ininiigrants. He regretted that 
candidates for tlio Commons iiad not been 
alTordcd time to consider the several ques- 
tions put hy tho chairman of the meeting. 
If the workingmen elected him ho would 
do hia best' to -prevent the employment of 
Chinese on any public works throughout 
the Dominion, especially on tho railway, 
which ho believed would lie l.'U'j^ely ad- 
vanced under the Macdoiiald administra- 
tion. Every repressive measure possible 
should bo adopted. Ho took it that tho 
Provincial authorities should enact a law 
to prohibit all aliens from buying land or 
mining without special permission from 
the Government. This would roach the 
Chinoso dilliculty to a certain extent. 

Mr. Daviea was received with much ap- 
plause. Ho said ho felt the Chineso ques- 
tion was ono very dillicult to solve and 
California's oxperionco had been a most 
painful ono. Tlio host friend a working- 
man has is himself. A white man can 
do more work in ono day than a China- 
man can in two'and tho day was not far 
distant when the leading public men of 
tho country would bo selected from tho 
working classes. Ho had already ex- 
pressed himself in favor of employing boys 
in factories instead of Chincsp._ This 
would prove the means of driving tho 
Mongolian from the country and at the 
same tin'.e afford the rising generation an 
opportunity of learning a trade. Mr. De- 
Cosmos had alluded to the lazy men ; but 
he (ilr. Pavios) did not think that there 
wcro many in the country. Tho greatest 
enemy tho white man has is tho employer 
who wants to get his work done for a 
more nothing and failing that employs 
Chinese. (Cheers.) The workingnian 
. ought to ho and sliall be protected to tho 
greatest extent possible. (ChooVs.) He 
Sien proceeded to point out the evils aris- 
ing from Chinese immigration and read an 
extract from tho London Time.i reviewing 
. tho situation in Quecnsl.and. In answer

An inquest was held yesterday by lion. 
A. F. Pemberton on tho body of ,lere- 
niiah Ilorton, a tinner by trade, wlio was 
found dead in his bed in his cabin, cor- 
ner of Pi.sjard and Government streets, 
on Saturday last. The jury, of which 
Mr. T. Cooper was foreman, visited tho 
c.i,bin and subseipicntly heard tho ovi- 
denco of David Heal, in whoso employ 
deceased liad boon until Saturday week 
last. He paid him his wages on that day 
in full, and as deceased did not come to 
work )i« visited the cabin and found him 
dead. Eobort McKelvy deposed that ho 
had lived with deceased fur three luuiiths 
and had never known him to use an 
opiate. Dr. Matthews deposed tct exam- 
ining deceased after death, and from symp- 
toms was of opinion that ho had died 
from the use of a narcotic poison. An 
empty bottle that had previously contained 
morphine was found on deceased's table. 
The jury, after a brief consultation, re- 
turned a verdict of accidontal death from an 
ovordo.se of morphia administered by his 
own h.and, Deceased was a native of 
Saleui, Mass., and aged about 50 yeara. 

A Stji^inob Tube. — In the garden ad- 
joining Douglas House, Mr. Rieliards, pro- 
prietor, may be seen a number of ajiple 
trees heavily laden with beautiful fruit. 
Several of tlicm arc perfect pictures, but 
ono attracts moi-e particular attention be- 
cause of a peculiarity. All of its linib.t 
are weighed down with luscious apples, 
which in a few daj's will be sufliciently 
ripe to pluck, but on two of thr> branches 
may be scon several full blown blossoms 
similar in appearance to tho blossom of 
early spring. Tho peculiarity has prob- 
ably been caused by tho recent growth of 
new wood, tho proliflcacy of tho tree and 
the richness of the soil in which it grows. 
With the exception of this little strange- 
ness the tree may be said to bo "in ap- 
ple pie order. "

Tho Eostom Elootlons. 

The Toronto Globe, received yestorday, 
gives details of tho voting throughout the 
Eastern Provinces. The three Cmiserva- 
tivo candidates for Toronto, and tho two 
ConservativecandidatMsforllamilton, wero 
rotiiriied by largo majorities. Sir .John 
lost Kingston by 14G votes, Mr. Gunn 
being retui*ned by that majority. Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzio had 104 majority over his 
opponent in Lambton. Mr. Edgar was 
beaten by 27 votes in Monck. Mr. dimes, 
Mr. Cartwright and Mr. Coftiii, all Min- 
isters, wero beaten. Peter Jlitchell, T. 
N. Gibbs, and Mr. Langevin, all mem- 
bers of Sir John's former Cabinet, and 
W. H. Gibbs, aro beaten. D. B. Wood- 
worth, leader of the Opposition jiarty in 
Nova Scotia, is beaten. Sir Albert .Smith, 
the two l!ur|)ees and Mr. Costigan are 
among those rotiinied in Now Brunswick. 
Mr. Carling heads Major Walkor in Lon- 
don by ti7. The Opposition carried the 
three Montreal seats hy immense majori- 
ties. In Prince Edward Island tho Op-* 
position carried tho two members in the 
chief constitucncj' by a thousand majority 
and tlio other four seats aro rei)orted to 
have gone the .same road. In Nova Scotia 
the Ojiposition have carried ten, tho (!ov- 
ernment have eight, and threo are still in 
doubt. In New Brunswick tlio Opposi- 
tion liavo carried four, and of these Mr. 
Tillcy's majority of sovon in St. .Tohn 
City is disputed. The Governmont have 
eleven, and Charlotte is still in doubt. In 
Quebec tho Opposition have carried 30, 
the Govomment sixteen, and seventeen 
remain to be heard from. 

An Impudent Fraud. 

The publication of the list of Mr. De- 
Cosmos' comniitteo in yesterday's iSlitnd- 
(trd is denounced by a in;ijority of tlujso 
whose names appeared therein as an un- 
blushing deception. More than two-tliirds 
of the names wero there without authority, 
and some were put down {irice. to swell 
tho list. Jluch indignation w.as express- 
ed, and so many called at tho Standard 
oflice yesterday to li.avo their names with- 
drawn that by evening the list became so 
attenuated it will not appear again !

to e.\|)lniri mv position while engaged 
as the writer of the li!ading articles in 
the Stiindanl newspajicr. When Mr. 
DeCosmos was lirst elected a inemlior 
of tlio House of Commons I was engag- 
ed as foromaii in the office of that paper, 
I\Ii'. Det'osmos liinisolf acting up to 
that tinii! as editor-in-chifl", ha\ ing tho 
alisolute contniln and direction of its 
political (k'parliin'iit. Prior to his le.iv- 
ing for Ottawa, ho .sent for mo and 
expressed a wish that I siiould under- 
take tho duties of a.ssistniit editor of 
tlie Sliindnrd during his uliscnce, it 
being ilistiiictly understood that the 
))oliev of the paper w:is to be, as hereto- 
fore, under his sole direction. After 
taking .some time to consider the matter 
I tliially consented to his proposal, and 
on his departure for Ottawa 1 enter- 
ed upon the duties of assistant editor. 
At that time, as everyone knows, tlie 
Jracdoiial(l-( '.'irtirr governmont was in 
posver, and every iiKMnlier I'h.-cteil from 
British ('oUunbia, including Air. .-Vinor 
DeCosmos, was plcilgcd to give that 
government an uiujualilicd support, and 
the Stmulm-d, ill common, 1 believe, 
with every otlier Provincial paper took 
its stand as a supporter of that nihniii- 
istration. In obedience to my instruc- 
tions from Mr. DeCosmos I continued to 
defend the policy of tiiat government 
w\) till the period of the Pacific Hcnndnl 
revelations; when it became very evi- 
dent that tho days of tho IMacdonnld- 
Cartier government were iiumbered. It 
was on Mr. DeCosmos' retuni from 
Ottawa, after Mr. Huntingdon liad 
formulated his charges against Mae- 
donald, Carticr, Langevin k Co., and 
tlie evidence ajipoarcd overwhelming 
against them, that that honourable 
gentleman gavi^ me xcrbnl instructions 
to cease I'urthoi' suppnrt to Sir John A. 
Maedonald and his party and to av.-ait 
the current of events before taking any 
active jiart one way or tho other in 
favor of either party. Finally, upon 
the overthrow of the Macdonald-C'ai-- 
tier govcrnniiMit and the acceptance of 
ollice by l-lie .Mackenzie party I was 
instructed to give tlio new governmont 
a generous support, after which for 
some time tlie ,'iluHdiinl retired from 
the ranks of the Liberal Conservative 
party and hoisted the banner of the 
Grits. 'I'hft Pacilie scaiulal revelations 
may really have liad something to do 
with Mr. DeCosmos' sudden conversion 
from Coiiservatisn; to Critisin, but my 
imjiressioii has all along been until 
within the ]iast few days that it was 
cliielly owing to tho fact that Sir John 
iVl.ncdonald failed to see in that gentle- 
man that ]iolitical wisdom and those 
sterling business ([ualitios necessary to 
make n successful minister of tiie crown 
or Provincial Governor. It seems, 
however, that neitlier Mr. Maedonald 
nor Mr. Mackenzie failed to see in lifr. 
DeCosmos the qualities of a licaven- 
born statesman, both having ofl'ered to 
bestow on him a goveriiorsliii), a fact 
wliieh his most intimate friends never 
heard of, nor could have boliovrd, if he 
liad not told us so liimself tliroiigli tho 
medium. of the iilanddrd.

At last the Coininissioncr of 
Patents looked over tlie precedents 
and directed his law clerk to write a 
decision refusing the application on flie 
ground that there was nothing now in 
the invention claimed: that chalk, had 
been used for such purpose heretofore, 
and winding up with tlio general state- 
inont that such ideas are not jiateiitalde 
This decision was sent to the Strong 
family, but failed to .satisfy thi-m. They 
had mado up their minds that there was 
millions in their invention, and they 
did not intend to be cheated out of it 
by any such decision. As they have 
money they can pay lawyers. To-day 
there was filed an appeal from the de- 
ei.sion of the Commissioner of Patents. 
Tlii.s appeal will be tried in September 
next in tho Circuit Court.
